Fear tactics in Albany? Good grief! Let us take this time 
to remind some of our citizens that Measure A is not a “political 
campaign.” It is a measure in which the Albany Board of 
Education is asking the voters of Albany to restore and maintain 
a quality education program for our children in this “City of 
Homes.” i 

What constitutes a quality high school educational program? 
First and foremost, you must have a certificated and classified 
STAFF, A staff dedicated to the proposition that education is 
the principal key to the solution of the major problems we face 
today. The staff at Albany High School is well trained and 
embraces much valuable experience. Their teaching assignments 
are such that they are able to exercise the talents of their major 
and minor subjects, To recruit and maintain an adequate staff 
we must offer the best salaries possible. 

Second, the staff must have FACILITIES and EQUIPMENT 
to do the job we ask of them. New facilities, that will be avail- 
able next spring, will bring about long-needed improvements. 
EQUIPMENT and FURNITURE for these buildings is lacking. 
New buildings without proper equipment fall short of their 
purpose. Stop and think! You would not dream of moving 
into a new home, or even an old home, without some essentials. 
Yet, our children will. 

Third, a COMPREHENSIVE CURRICULUM must be 
adopted which will fit the NEEDS of ALL of the STUDENTS. 
Progress toward this end is a continuing process as evidenced 
by recent improvements in science, math, business education, 
home economics and foreign language. To keep pace with cur- 
ricular improvements costs money. 

A quality education program must have the active SUP- 
PORT of the COMMUNITY (financial and otherwise), a support 
that recognizes that the youth of the community and their edu- 
cation is the best investment possible. 

Fear tactics in Albany? Certainly not. When our district 
sought financial relief before State legislative committees, be- 
cause of the tax-free property in Albany owned by the Regents 
of the University, J. Alan Post, the legislative analyst, has stated 
publicly “the solution to Albany’s problem is to join Berkeley.” 
You will recall voters in THAT city approved a school tax in- 
crease of $1.50. To restore and maintain a quality educational 
program, our Board of Education is asking Albany voters for 
75 cents, which will cost the average homeowner less than 51 
cents per day. ib 

ia In future articles we will discuss the curricular improve- 

ments at the high school as well as our elementary school pro- 
gram. We will also discuss services provided by our school 
district that are not mandatory. You will be surprised when 
you find out some of the services which we all felt were our 
“rightful due.’’
